Dear Sir: 

In Paper No. 5, dated September 2, 2003, it was stated that the application 
contains claims directed to numerous species of a generic invention. Applicant was 
required to elect a single species to which the claims should be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be a,lowab,e. The Examiner requested the applicant 
to elect a single complete composition specifically naming or specifically defining all 
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components required and optionally desired components of the single complete 
composition. The reply was also requested to identify the claims readable on tha 
elected species, including any claims subsequently added. 

In response, applicant elects the composition of claim 1. Claims 2-20, 26 and 
28, which depend from claim 1 , are narrower than claim 1 and are directly, or 
ultimately, dependent on claim 1. A method of making that composition is recited in 
claims 21-24. These claims are also dependent directly or ultimately from claim 1 . 

Applicant also identifies the use of the composition of claim 1 for medical 
purposes. Claim 25 recites the use of the composition as a medicament for treating 
or preventing a pathogenic disease or disorder. Claim 27 is for the same use but for 
a more narrowly defined range of the medicament. 

In sum, applicant seeks in the elected claims patent protection for a 
composition, claims 1-20, 26 and 28, a method of making that composition, claims 
21 -24, and the use of tha. composition within the medical field, claims 25 and 27. It 
is respectfully submitted that me above-listed group of claims qualifies as the single 
species requested in the election requirements set forth in Paper No. 5.
